I work for The Affiliates, a legal placement service, and I accepted an assignment 
at Reflectivity, Inc. beginning on October 7, 2002 for the purpose of preparing 
Information Disclosure Statements for several of Reflectivity's patent applications. One 
of the applications for which I was asked to prepare an IDS was 10/005,308. On October 
9, 2002 I pulled the application file to begin the IDS, and found a Declaration and Power 
of Attorney for Patent Application in the back pocket of the file. The Declaration had 
been executed on December 12, 2001, and had the original signatures of all the inventors. 
It also had a post-it note on it which read "Send when Notice to File Missing Parts 
arrives." I found the Notice to File Missing Parts on the left side of the file folder, behind 
the Filing Receipt which had been mailed the same day, and the Notice of Recordation of 
Assignment Document which had been mailed on June 25, 2001.
